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SPAWLEY'S EXP NITION. 


Stanley’s account of his expedi- 
tion for the releif of Emin Ley is 
one long story of extreme hardship 
and peril, of danger of death from 
starvation, disease, war, extreme 
heat, and by all sorts of accidents, 
and shows of what stern stuff sue- 
cessful African explorers need to be 
made, It must always be remem- 
bered that this story is uot a new 
one of his return to Emin Bey, but 
of his first etpedition concerning 
which the general features were 


long ago made known by telegraph | 


and by smaller letters. Stanley 
started for Erin Bey’s province 
from Yambunga on the Aruwimgs, on 
the 28th of June, 1887, expecting 
toreach Emin Bey within ninety 


days, but if was ten months before 


he saw Emin Bay on the 29th of 
April, 1888. For one hundred and 
sixty days of that time he had been 
leading men, accustomed to suns}, ijpe 
and open plains, through heavy 
tropical forrests, a:nidst: what must 
have scemed like never-ending 
vioom; for a month he had been 
lad up with dysentery and fever ; 
he had fought three or four times 
with native tribes ; lad been robbed 
by Arab slavers ; had been deserted 
by one-third of his men, and another 
third had fallen sick or had died ; he 
liad been compelled to erect a fort 
aud a station and leave garrisons 
heormmanded by his Heufenants at 
two places on the last third of lis 
journey, and after himsely reaching 
the Albert Nyanza Iyke had to re- 
turn one-third of the way passed 
-over and bring up lis sick, lis stores 
‘and his boat. At last he met Emin 
| Bey and spent a mouth with him, 
hut failed to persuade him to return 
| to the coast. ‘Then Stanley set out 
jones more to meet Lieut. Bartelot 
hand the second coluun of his expe- 
dition, but returned nearly the 
| Whole distance to Yambunga before 
(he met the column and learned ot 
ithe death of Lieut. Bartelot and
